WasHINcTON, May 24.—[Special.)—Mr 
Morrison had hoped to call up his tariff bill in 
the house this week, but circamstances will 
prevent his doing so. At least another day 
will be consumed on the olcomargeriue bill, 
The free si:ip bill is pressing for farther « - 


 gideraation. and the appropriations com nittee | 


is determined to seize an early opportunity 
for taking up the legislative appropriation 
bill. These matters will more than consume 
the present week, and the tariff bill is not 
strong enough to push any of them out of the 
way. On both sides the impression is growing 
that the real contest over the tariff bil] will 
begin on the question of consideration. The 
outlook for the billdoes not grow any brighter. 
A more than usual debate is anticipated 


on the legislative appropriation bil! 
on account of the  ciause _ restrict- 
ing the commission. The republicans 


will try to make it appear that the democrats 
are making waron the civil service system. 
Judge Holman will have charge of the bill and 
will make the opening speech in support, The 
judge is not a civil service enthusiast. In the 
senate a long discussion will take place on the 
bankruptcy bill, which is a special order for 
this week. The bill will probably pass the 
senate, but cannot get throngh the house at 
this session, if at all. 
THE POSTOFFICE APPROPRIATIONS. 

The speaker has appointed Messrs. Blount, 
Riggs and Bingham as conferces on the part of 
the house to meet the senate conferees and 
censider the differences of the two houses on 
the postoflice appropriation bill. That the house 
means to stick to its opposition to the eight hun- 
dred thousand dollars a year for foreign mail 
service by American ships is certain. The 
senate put on this amendment by a majority 
of five. The house refused to agree to it by a 
It is thought the 
senate will yield. Dakota’s hopes of acquiring 
statehood are again elated by the action of 
the house committee on territories today, in 
agreeing to report the bill admitting the terri- 
tory asa whole. The bill which has passed 
the senate is for the admission of the southern 
portion only. Dakota will never make it in 
this congress, The committee on territories is 
almost equally divided, and minority reports 
will be submitted. The democrats of the house 
are almost solid against any bili admitting the 
territory or part of it. 

SECRETARY MANNING'S HEALTH. 

Though Secretary Manning’s health con- 
tinues to improve, it is settled that he will not 
return to his official duties before October. 
Then he wil!, according to well-grounded re- 
ports, resume the treasury portfolio only for a 
short time to get everything into satisfactory 
shape before resigning. Assistant Secretary 
Fairchild will be at the head of the depari- 
ment during the summer. William L. Scott, 
the millionaire congressman from Erie, Pa., is 
regarded as Mr. Manning’s probable saccessor.

PRIVATE PENSIONS. 


The Senate Passes a Number of Bills—The 
Bankruptey Bill. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—After the routine 
merning business in the senate today a motion 
made by Mr. Sawyer to proceed to the consid- 
eration of private pension cases was agreed to 
and such bills taken up in their order on the 
calendar. 

Mr. Cockrell insisted on having reports read 
ina numbcr of cases, and had some of the bills 
that he considered of doubtful propriety post- 


poned., 

In a short debate on one of the bills cover- 
ing a case that had been rejected by the pen- 
sion office, Mr. Cockrell said the chief of divis- 
ion in that oftice who had rejected so plain 
and well proven a case ought to be discharged 
from the service of the United States. 

A number of pension bills having been dis- 
posed of, the bankruptcy bill was laid before 
the senate and laid aside informally in favor 
of the District of Columbia appropriation bill. 

That bill in turn was allowed to stand over 
in order to permit Mr. Gibson to address the 
senate on the subject of Mr. Platt’s resolution 
regarding open executive session. 

Mr.Gibson reviewed broadly the historic 
phases of element of secrecy as a factor in the 
government from the time when the 
English parliament prohibited the publication 
of its debates to the present time when the 
Uni States senate discusses treaties with 
closed doors, and conducts secret inquisitions 
into the character of persons nominated for 
office. Mr. Gibson denied that any necessity 
now existed for the discussion of treaties in 
secret, However desirable the secrecy might 
have been in the early history of our republic, 
it was no longer desirable. No public inter- 
ests required that any of the proceedings of 
the senate should be kept secret from the peo- 
ple. A secret session was as much out of 
place and date at thistime as the sword that 
Jobn Adams wore when presiding over the 
senate would be if worn by the present pre- 
siding officer. 

Messrs. Teller, Hoar and Platt also spoke 
briefly upon the same subject. 

Mr. Morrill he expected to speak against 
open executive’ sessious and inquired when 
the matter was fo be discussed. : 

Mr. Platt said he would move to take his 
resolution up immediately after the disposal 
of the bankruptcy bill. 

The matter of executive sessions here 
dropped and the senate took up the bankrupt- 
cy biil. 

ye Plumb op the bill as being in the 
interest of great cities like New York and 
Boston and against the interests of smaller 
cities throughout the country.

Mr. Tucker, from committee on the judici- 
ary, reported the joint resolution eens a 
constitutional amendment on the subject of 
polygamy.

Then a struggle for priority of consideration 
arose between special orders. Mr. Cobb, of 
Indiana, was on his feet demanding that the 
house should consider land forfeiture bills. 
Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, brought forward the 
“oleomargine bilJ,” with a* motion to go into 


committee of the whole for its discussion, Mr. 
Miller, of Texas, pressed the 
claims of the banking and 


currency committee, to whose business they 
had been assigned. 

Mr. Bragg. of Wisconsin, asserted the right 
of committee on military affairs toa portion 
of the dey, and-Mr. Cox, of North Carolina, 
eall-d up the report of the civil service reform 
committce on the Jeffersonville levee matter. 
This last named being a question of privilege 
Mr. Hatch raised agaiust it a-question of con- 
sideration, and the house stood by him, decid- 
ing, hy a vote of 122 to 45, not to cousider 
privileged business. 

Mr. Hatch then scored another victory, and 
on his motion, by a vete of 169 to S1, the 
house went into committee of the whole on 
general revenue bill. 

The first measure of this character on the 
calendar was the Morrison tariff bill, which 
was passed over withont objection, but a con- 
test was made over setting aside the next 
revenue Lill, being one to reduce the number 
of internal revenue officers. The matter was 
sunt mitted to the house for its determination 
ard, that body having decided—135 to 85—to 
pass over the internal revenue bill, the com- 
mittee resumed its session and the oleomar- 
gine bill was taken up. 

Mr. Scott, of Pennsylvania, approved 
the bill. Some legislation of that char- 
acter was absolutely necessary if one 
of the chief industrics of the coun- 
try wastobe spared from the doom which 


now threatens it. The bill did no in-’ 
justice te the manufacturers of imitation 
butter. Itsimply raises the farmer to the 


plane of fair and honest competition. Dis- 
cussing the constitutional feature of the meas- 
ure, he argued that under the general weifare 
clause of the constitution it was perfectly 
competeut and proper for congress to legislate 
upon the subject. 

Mr. Hopkins said the manutacture of bogus 
butter was as destructive to the public morals 
as the counterfeiting of money, aud he hoped 
that congress would lay a heavy hand on this 
ereatest of all modern deceptions. He trusted 
that before the sun went down tomorrow the 
glad news would be sent to farmers and dairy- 
men in all partsof the country that this bill 
lad been passed by the house. 

Mr. Hammond argued that the bill, asa 
measure to suppress the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine, was unconstitutional. It was pro- 
tection run ma.d It wasa bill to popularize 
the internal reyenue system. Every one would 
be hereafter coming to congress asking for 
protection from competition. The whole time 
of congress will be taken up in an attempt to 
catch up with American rascality—-a thiog 
that was impossible. Farmers were more in- 
terested in retaining the American form of 
government in its purity than in suppressing 
the manufacture of oleomargarine. 

Mr. Reagan said that it was very plain, both 
from the language of the bill and from argu- 
ment made in its support, that the purpose of 
the bill was not revenue, but exclusion. It 
was legislation in favor of the people who 
made buiter and aginst those who made oleo- 
margarine. It was the manifest object of the 
proposition to destroy the manufacture 
of imitation butter, and there was 
nothing in the constitution to justi- 
fy it. It was not in the power of 
congress to outlaw manufacture. The states 
had power to regulate, but not the general 
government. He deprecated the constant vio- 
lation of the constitution and said thatif things 
went on as they had been going on this session 
he would not be surprised to see aman come 
here and claim damages from the governmeut 
. astorm blew atree down and broke his 
ence, : 

Mr. Strubleitz, of lowa, suggested that the 
constitution had been violated by democratic 
votes. 

Mr. Reagan admitted this fact and expressed 
his shame at having toadmitit. He did not 
pretend to excuse it. Republicans might be 
excused, because they did not believe there 
wes any constitution. 

Mr. Hiscock earnestly dwelt upon the mag- 
nitude and importance of the subject upon 
which the house was called to legislate. The 
dairy interests of thecountry were being dis- 
astiously affected by the manufacture of imi- 
tation compounds which were vile in their 
constituent parts, and which carried with them 
the germs of disease. This vile, dirty pro- 
duct, freighted with disease, was palmed offas 
healthy product, and a full price charged for 
it. Something must be done to save the farm- 
er from the present ruinous competition with 
cheap imitations of butter and to protect the 
people at large from the injurious effects con- 
sequent in the consumption of the vile com- 
pound. This compound should be made to pay 
a tax, and this could be done, he maintained, 


without any violation of the cen: 
stitution. There was a long line of 
precedents for the imposition of such 


atax. The power to tax was not limited alone 
to the necessities of the government for 
amount of revenues derived. The power to 
tax being conceded, there was no limitation to 
its exercise except the decision of congress. 
Democratic conventions had declared for taxa- 
tion for revenue with incidental protection. 
The principle underlying that declaration car- 
ried with it the power on the part of congress 
toenact this law. This was a question he con- 
tended which must be considered by the gen- 
eral government in response to the demands of 
the people of the states who had petitioned 
that action should be taken. 

The committee then rose and the house, at 
5 o’elock adjourned.

THECONVENTION AT CLEVELAND, 
OHIO. 


Delegates Present From All Parte of the Union—A 
Conference of Committees From the Knights 
and Trades Uaions—The Situation of the 
Strikers in the Country, Etc., Ete. 


CLEVELAND, O., May 24.—The Knights of 
Labor convention convenes tomorrow. 
Mr. Powderly was kept busy all day 
welcoming delegates and answering 
questions, The number of delegates 
to the convention is 172, and they are almost 
all present. Delegates are present from the 
District of Columbia, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, Missouri, New 
Mexico, Nebraska, Minnesoto, Colora- 
do, Indiana, Michigan, West Virginia, 
Montana, and Illinois, with more to be heard 
from. Among the prominent labor advocates 
who are present, but not delegates, are John 
Martin, of Pittsburg, Pa., president of the 
Amalgamated Association Iron and Steel 
Workers; P. Fitzpatrick, Cincinnati, Ohio, 
president of the International Molders union;

Kirshner, of Philadelphia, 4th vice- 
president International Cigar Makers 
union, and David Boyer, 


Columbus, O., organizer of the Internationa! 
Typographical union. 

Asan example of the unparalleled growth 
of the order, it might be mentioned that Dan- 
ie] Leflingwell, of district assembly No. 195, 
Indianapolis, was delegate to 
Hamilton convyention{in October and represent.

A DAY’S WORK. 


Conflict Between Employer and Employe as 
to Hours. 

CuIcaGco, May 24.--The employesin Nelson, 
Morris & Co.’s establishment at the stock 
yards, protest against going to work at seven 
o'clock, preferring an hour later. Friday 
evening the employes joined the Knights of 
Labor, and Saturday appointed a committee, 
which waited on the superintendent and 
mace known the workmen’s wishes. The su- 
perintendent told the committee that he ex: 
pected the mento go to work whenever it was 
necessary, and that it was impossible to 
slaughtercattle in the heat of theday, They 
were working eight hours and would be paid 
for over-time. Thesuperintendent. said yes: 
terday that the company was losing money at 
the rate of $4,500 a week uuder the new scale 
of hours and wages, and if the old scale was 
not resumed the house would be closed. 

The freight handlers held a meeting yester- 
day afternoon with an attendance of more than 
five hundred men. A large number joined the 
organization. It was concluded that there was 
little prospect of securing nine hours, all the 
roads having obtained what men they needed 
at ten hours. Resolutions were passed express- 
ing endeavors to secure a shorter day. 

Late Saturday night a meeting of sash, door 
aud blind manufacturers was had. The sub- 
ject under discussion was the present standard 
of wages, and whether Chicago firms could 
maintain them and compete with other cities. 
The whole matter was thoroughly discussed, 
and a conclusion reached that the old scale of 
woik and wages wou!ld either have to be re- 
tuined to or the mills closed. Accord- 
ingly it owas resolved to make an 
eflort today to go back to the old system, and 
that failing, to shut down altogether. This 
resolution was discussed at a meeting of the 
wood carvers and machine hands’ union yes- 
terday and a vote on the question called. By 
this it was decided that should the manufac- 
turers endeavor to go back to the old standard 
today the entire force would strike. 

Nearly all the sash, doer and blind factories 
resumed work on the ten hour plan this morn- 
ing. A majority of the men returned to work. 
Two factories are still working on the eight 
hour plan, but are expected to return to the 
ten hours system in a few days. 

All hopes of the recovery of Officer McNulty, 
one of the bomb victims, is abandoned. 

THE HAT FINISHERS’ TROUBLE, 

READING, Pa., May 21.—A detective swore 
out warrants today against six hat finishers, 
members of the hatters’ union, who are now 
on a strike, on the charge of being the parties 
who burned down Caldren’s hat factory, at 
Adamstown, involving a loss of $20,000. 
John Downing, formerly, of Yonkers, N. Y., 
was arrested and placed in jail and the de- 
tectives are looking for others. It is alleged 
a resolution was offered in the union to burn 
down hat factories. The arrest caused a great 
sensation. The finishers of over half the hat 
factories in this section are still on a strike. 

THE THIRD AVENUE CAR STRIKE. 

NEW YoRK, May 24.—The police have been 
withdrawn entirely from the cars running on 
Third avenue, between the depot and city 
hall, but one oflicer is still kept on each car 
on the otherlives up the road.

THE HARNESS MAKERS AND PRINTERS.

A SCARCITY OF MINERS. 


The Reasons Attributed for the Small Naim- 
ber at Work. 

PITTsBURG, May 24.--There is such a scar- 
city of miners reporied on the Mouongahela 
river that less than one third of the mines 
between McKeesportand Brownville are in 
full operation. The operators give several 
reasons for this condition of affairs. Some at- 
tribute it to the fact that during last year’s

RicHMonD, Va., May 21.—The Methodist 
Episeopal conference today passed a resolution 
that the book agents pay to the bishops and 
the bishops to widows the amounts designated 
to-be paid them annually, aggregating $31,900. 
A resolution was adopted that United States 
Senators Harris, Whitthorne and Morgan be 
requested to look after the publishing house 
claim before congress. The committee on 
mission work reported, approving co-operation 
with the Womans’ Missionary society.

The committee on temperance submitted a 
very lengthy report expressing opposition to 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquers except for medicinal and mechanical 
purposes. The committee’s report recom- 
mended that church members engaging in 
liquor traftic be treated as in cases of impru- 
dent conduct, . 

Dr. Candler, of Georgia, moved to amend 
the discipline by inserting the word ‘“‘immor- 
ai” in the place of “imprudent.” 

The introduction of this amendment elicited 
a lengthy and animated discussion, and when 
Delegate Duncan, of Tennessee, in referring to 


persons engaged in the liquor traffic in 
the church, said, “‘We must not sanction 


the traflic with the seal of Methodism on the 
barrels,” there was a general outburst of 
laughter. 

Dr. Black wel), of Virginia, thought that less 
legislation had in regard to morals the better. 

‘The recorded vote on Dr. Candler’s amend- 
ment resulted in 107 for and 65 against. The 
report was then adopted as a whole. 

The conference will tomorrow decide upon 
the next place of meeting. 

The afternoon session was consumed in the 
discussion of report of committee on revivals, 
recommending some verbal changes in the 
ritual of baptism. The report was adopted.

in Canada,” 

Negotiations between the Chamberlain party 
and the government continue, and there is 
thought tobe a favorable prospect of a setile- 
ment of the home rule question. Mr. Cham- 
berlain has authorized a government whip to 
inform the ministry that radica] dissidents 
will not make the withdrawal of the home 
rule bill imperative, provided clause twenty- 
four be eliminated.

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A DETECTIVE'’S STORY. 


Seunzational Evidence in the Maxell! Murder 
Case in St. Louis. 

St. Lovrs, May 24.—In the Maxwell trial 
today, some sensational evidence was given by 
J. F. McCullough, a detective, who under the 
direction of Detective Furlong, District-At- 
torney Clover, and his assistant, McDonald, 
forged a check on an eastern house and pre- 
sented it at one of the city banks. He was 
arrested and placed in jail and assigned a cell 
adjoining that of Maxwell. He testifled that 
immediately after his incarceration he intro- 
duced himself to Maxwell, and worked him- 
self into his confidence, and about ten days 
afterwards he became engaged in conversation 
with Maxwell about the murder case. During 
the conversation the defendant told the wit- 
nessthat the only point in his case about 
which he felt uncertain and uneasy was that 


coucerbing the money. He said t if he 
could only prove that he had Wlenty of 
money when Preller came to St. 
Leuis he would~ have no- doubts 


about a speedy acquittal. Witness offered to 
fix that all right, but told defendant that he 
must know all about the case or he could do 
nothing. Maxwell then made a free and fall 
confession of all particulars of the case, begin- 
ning with his first acquaintance with Preller. 

On board ship he noticed that Preller had in 
his possession a large amount of money. How 
they separated in Boston—VDreller going to 
Philadelphia, and Maxwell coming to St. 
Louis. The defendant, in his confession, said 
that on Friday night, after Preller joined him 
in thiscity, he told him (Maxwell) that it 
would be impossible for him to pay the de- 
fendant’s way to Auckland, whither they had 
arranged to go together. This, said the de- 
fendant to the witness, augered him greatly, 
and he determined then to ‘fix” him 
for his meanness. On the following night 
heand Preller were sitting in the former’s room 
when the latter complained of severe pains 


inShis side. Maxwell said: “Oh, I can 
fix that allright. I have treated such cases 
befere.” He then injected hypodermically 


into his friend’s arm a sufficient amount of 
morphine to render him unconscious, After 
he bad been in this condition for some time he 
bound a cloth completely saturated with chloro- 
form about his friend’s head, and this he con- 
fessed to witness, “ended the business.” He 
then secured all of Preller’s money. about 
6.509 in all, besides most of his valuable per- 
sonal effects and planned his escape, the de- 
tails of which are so well known.

THE CHARMS OF THE SAVANNAH 
VALLEY COUNTRY. 


The Progress Made Around MeCormiok—The Dark 
Ocrner Converted Into am Ideal Paradise—New 
Towns Along the Railroad-—What the 
Feople Are Doing Generally, Bcc. 


McCormick, 8. C., May 21.—jSpecial)]— 
Thinking your many readers would like to 
have a few news items from this section ofour 
growing southern country, I herewith send 
you a few dots from the -flourishing towa of 
McCormick,S.C., and the country arouad. 
Our town is situated about five miles from the 
Savannab river avd about fifty miles from Au- 
guste, with which it is connected by the Au- 
gusta and Knoxville railroad. a branch of the 
Central Georgia system. This place is but 
three years old, but itis the center ofa fice 
scope of country. Before the advent of the 
railroads this section was called the dark cor- 
ner, But now it will compare favorably with 
any viace either north or south, for progress, 
religion, education, etc. 

We are surély and steadily on the advance. 
Our town is growing aud our merchants and 
other business men are doing well. New 
houses are all the time being built, and a 
larger and more commodious dopot is being 
‘constructed to accommodate our increasing 
trade and commerce and cotton shipments. 
People are moving in and scetiling here 
from the four cornersof the globe. Every 
state in the union and nearly every country 
in Europe has its representative here. We are 
situated in the valley of the broad Savannah, 
aud the lands are the finest agricultural soils 
in this or even the southern states, al! things 
considered. While the lands are rich and pro- 
ductive, itis also the healthiest climate to be 
fourd, These are the best cotton and grain 
lands in the state, and all kiuds of fruits and 
vegetables adapted to our piedmont be!t do 
well bere. No better grass and clover lands 
anywhere. The water is pure free stone, with 
occasional mineral springs of great vaiue. 

The once famous Dorn goid mines are at 
this place. They are not worked now. But 
this whole country abounds in the precious 
metals and useful minerals. There are large 
beds of manganese, Very rich and pure, almost 
at our depot. Several shipments have been 
made to England, and it was pronounced very 
valuable and of the highest grade. 

Until the railroads came, this country was 
very sparsly settled, and the prices of land 
ruled very low-—-in some instances as low 
as one dollar per acre for large tracts—and a 
very few persons owned it all in large quanti- 
tics, but only the best situated and most level 
were devoted to cultivation, consequently 
there are finetracts of well timbered land to 
be found here. Sometimes many thonsand 
acres in a single body. Colonel James i iward 
Calheun bas some ten or twelve thousand 
ecres of these valuable timbered lands, and 
the Savannah Valley railroad that forms a 
junction at this place and extends to Ander- 
son, S$. C., passes through these lands. The 
lands along these railroads are still very cheap, 
considering their intrinsic value. Good lends 
can be bought for from five to ten dollars per 
acre, according to distance frum railroad and 
depot. 

The air is pure and salubrions and the face 
of the country picturesque and broken by 
hills and valleys. The soil for the most piré 
is red clay on the hillsand dark alluvial in 
the valleys. Many pretty towus are springiug 
up allalong the lines of these railroads. A 
recent traveler remarked that they were so 
close that they were like beads on a ‘‘charia 
string,’ Plumb Branch, Parkersyille, Mo- 
doc and Clarke’s Hill are iu Edgefield county, 
and between here and Augnsta. Above and 
beyond us are Troy Bradly, Verdery and 
Greenwood, on the Angusta and Knoxville 
railroad, On -zhe Savannah Valley that is 
now completed forty miles to Lowndes- 
ville, Abbeville county, are the towns of 
Beaurdeaux, Willington, Mt. Carmel and 
many others. At all these places may be 
found elegant new Baptist and Methodist 
churches, and sometimes a Presbyterian 
church, and flourishing schools and neat and 
comfortabie academy buildings. 

This section has developed some remark- 
able men, some noted farmers and muners, 
some famousin politics and other callings. 
Hon. G. D. Tillman lives at Clarke Hill, just 
below us. And who does not know 
“Uncle George,’ as his people call him. 
He has beeno ur faithfal member of congress 
for eight years. His speech onthe “silver 
bill” before congress will make him famous 
throughout this broad land, We have some 
successful farmers, we have no millionaires 
like the great ‘“‘west.’ But some men who 
can pay ten and twenty thousand dollars for a 
tract of land, when they choose todo so, Mr. 
E B. McClendon, who was a seargeant in com- 
pany B., 12th, Georgia Battalion, Colonel H. 
D. Capers, commanding, came home from the 
war a very poor man, with a wife and five 
small children, and for the two first years had 
a hard struggle to live. He is now worth 


forty or fifty thousand dollars in land. 
lie {says he made it by taking the 
foremost row himself and close econ- 


omy. Hard work and save, is his motto. 
I will write up his plans at some future time. 
I will mention one more successful man that 
belongs partly to north Georgia. This is Ma- 
jor J. M. Dorn, who has been a successful mer- 
chant and has a store in our town, a successful 
farmer, mill man ard miner. He has a valu- 
able mineral interest in Gilmer county, Ga., 
not far from Ellijay. He owns all the lands 
at the new town on the North Georgia narrow 
gauge railroad. This beautiful town is called 
“White Path,” after the famous Indian chief 
who once roamed that region. 

He has a popular hotel and valnable mineral 
spring at that place. It is becoming a famous 
health resort. The great and good John C. 
Calboun lived and died not far from here, and 
we still have some of the same timber left. 

Our crops are backward. larly corn came 
up to a poor stand and looks pale and sickly. 
The breadth of corn is greatly increased with 
a corresponding reduction in cotton. The cot- 
ton iscoming up with a very poor stand and 
fully two weeks behind. Cotton plant- 
ing is over. Small grain crop is 
emall indeed. The severe winter killed 
nearly all the fall oats and wheat. 
and the spring sowing was too late and does 
not look promising. Our planters are trying 

parley, clover and. vetch with success. As I 
write the grateful arona from a luxuriant 
clover patch, three feet high, and brilliant 
with scarlet ‘blossoms fills my room. It has 
just been cut. Our people are raising some 
colts and better cattle and hogs. We have

The Passport Nuisance. 


“The Savannah News of a recent date has a 


rell considered editorial, headed ‘‘Obdstruc- 
tion to travel to Cuba.’’ The remarks otf 
‘our contemporary on this subject are just 
bd timely. The passport nuisance is an 


© ebstruction to travel, and, incidentally, to 


a ecommerce, that ought not to be allowed to 


continue. The subject was touched upon 
im these columns several months ago by a 
tember of Toe ConsTITUTION staff, who had 
eeasion to travel in Cuba, and the state- 
lents made in the News do not by any 
leans exaggerate the situation. 

There is no possible excuse for the passport 
pstem between this country and Cuba. As 


it exists now it is simply a piece of machin- | 


ery devised for the purpose of exacting 
money from traveiers and for the purpose of 
subjecting them to a series of annoyances. 
It amounts to an unnecessary and unjnst 
tax upon the traveling public and is, in its 
form and results, a relic of a period which 
the American government should make haste 
to get rid of. 

Since the inanguration of comparatively 
inexpensive transportation facilitates be- 
tween Tampa and Cuba there has been a 
steady stream of American visitors to the 
island. Last winter, for instance, large 
numbers of travelers visited Cuba, and it is 
jrom these that the complaints of the pass- 
port nuisance come. No good end is sub- 
served. The whole business is simply kept 
up for the purpose of subjecting travelers to 
un irritating form of highway robbery. 

The scheme in which our own government 
appears to be a willing partner, i3 about as 
follows: If you propose to visit Cuba tor 
business or pleasure, you must go before a 
notary and till ont certain blanks. The tee 
for this is $2. The documents thus filled 
out must be torwarded to the state depart- 
ment, together with an additional fee of 55. 
When your passport is received, it must be 
countersigped-by a Spanish consul resident 
in the United who will politely 
charge vou $4 for his inestimable services. 
your passport will be sent 


states, 


Once in Havana, 
by the purser of your vessel to the chief of 
police, who will stamp your domicile upon 
it and kindly charge vou twenty-five cents. 
On leaving the island, the passport must be 
sent tor and left with the steamship’s agents. 
For this, the services of an interpreter are 
necessary, and his fee is $1. Thus the total 
cost of a passport is $12.25—all of which is 
upnecessary and obstructive. 

Perhaps congress may find time to reduce 
the American fees, which are a large part of 
the swindle. 


A Peaceable Row. 

The recent seizure of two American ves- 
sels, by the Canadian authorities, naturally 
excites indignation in this country. But it 
must be remembered that there are two sides. 
to the question. 

Under the treaty of 1818, our fishing ves- 
sels may enter the bays and harbors of her 
majesty’s dominions in America, to seek 
shelter, repair damages, purchase wood, and 
obtain water, but *‘ for no other purpose 
whatever.”’ This seems to be sufficiently 
plain; but the captains of the seized vessels 
muintain that, under their papers giving 
them the right to ‘‘touch and trade,”’ they 
ean purchase bait in Canadian waters. It is 
therefore a question for the law officers of the 
two governments to settle, and as there is no 
desire for war in afy quarter, there should 
be little difficulty in coming to an amicable 
settlement. 

But there is always danger of precipitate 
action. The indignation meeting held in 
Portland; the excitement along the New 
England coast, and the wrath of our fishing 
captains, may possibly lead. to unpleasant 
complications. The fact that some of the 
New England tishing vessels are now being 
fitted out with cannon and other war-like 
implements, is significant. 

We have suggested that hasty action would 
lead to unpleasant results. It is not easy to 
estimate the fall extent of the damage that 
we would sustain in the event of a resort to 
arms. Ii the Maine and Massachusetts fish- 
ermen pitch into Canada, they will find that 
Great Britain will take charge of the whole 
affair. Now, we are not at all anxious tora 
brush with England. ‘Trae, we can whip 
her, as we whipped her before, but we doi't 
want any more of that sort of glory. It is 
too expensive. Besides, it must be admitted 
that.at first we would get the worst of it. 
The rotten tubs in our navy ean't fight Eng- 
land’s splendid war ships. We have no 
coust defenses worthy of the name. ‘The 
British, at long range, would be able to burn 
New York, and every seaboard city. The 
burning of Wasbington city would, very 
likely, he repeated. It would take time for 
us to organize an army, and still longer to 
builia navy. Years would elapse before we 
got even and scooped in Canada by way of 
indemnity. 

Fortunately, our national policy is pacific. 
We take ail the blows that foreign nations 
vive us, and then let the lawyers and diplo- 
mats fight it out over their champagne. 
There is no reason for making ‘an exception 
in this instance. It would be nonsense to 
go to war Over a question of angle-worms, 
mackerel and cod-fish, If Maine and Mas- 
sachusetts don’t like it, they can lump it. 
They would want the other states to do all 
the fighting anyhow, and there is no fun 
in such one-sided business. 


The People and the Politicians. 

There is no power on earth that can pre- 
vent the overwhelming election of General 
Gordon if he can get to the people through 
their primaries. There is no power that can 
save Major Bacon from defeat, unless he can 
keep the campaign confined to the little 
court-house meetings with which he has 
started out. 

We asserted this in the opening of the 
campaign. Every day has deepened our 
conviction of its truth. Wherever the peo- 
ple are heard from, Gordon leads—among 
the politicians who usually “ fix up’’ things, 
Bacon leads. The policy of Bacon and his 
friends, from first to last, has been: Ist. To 
prevent: primaries, 2d. To hurry up the 
court-bouse meetings. This has been appa- 
rent in almost every county that has acted 
up totbis time, and in those that will act 
on next Tuesday. The proceedings of the 
Haralson county committee furnish a case in 
point. ‘That county is known to be di- 
vided, although it was one of Bacon’s 
strongholds. By the vote of the chairman, 
a pronounced Bacon man, the people of the 
county were denied the right to vote in their 
own precincts, and were forced to either lose 
their votes or take a trip to Buchanan to cast 
them. After this was done, the Gordon men 
tried to get the meeting called for the first 
Tuesday in July, which would have given 
everybody time to have discussed the situa- 
tion. The Bacon men controlled the com- 
mittee, however, and over the protest of the 
Gordon men, insisted on having the meeting 
on the first Tuesday in June. They are not 
only afraid of the people in the primaries— 
they are afraid of the deliberate judgment 
of the people in the couri-house meetings. 

The issue raised by this sort of thing is 
one of the most important issues in the cam- 
paign. Itis the old issue of ‘‘ the people ”’ 
against “the ring.’’ And let it be remem- 
bered that Gordon stands up for the people ; 
and that Major Bacon and his friends oppose 
the people, They prevent primaries, and 
pin all their faith on little court-house meet-

ipgs, called as quickly as the managers can 
get together and call them. 


Ups and Downs. 

The marriage of a great-granddanghter of 
Vanderbilt to her father’s coachman is sug- 
gestive.

The children 
oi this descendant of Vanderbilt and her 
borsey husband will doubtless have to work 
as bard for their living as the founder of the 
femily did in the days when he was a ferry- 
boat hand. 

Communists and others who are afraid 
that the wealth of the country will be con- 
centrated in the hands of a few should draw 
encouragement from this incident. It is only 
one case out of many. The ups and downs 
of life level all inequalities every few gen- 
erations. In this country the grandchildren 
ofthe poor illiterate Jaborer masquerade for 
a season in purple and fine linen, enjoying 
all the fruits of luxury and culture, and 
their grandchildren in turn delveand toil in 
homespun. American fortunes have wings, 
We have no law of entail handing immense 
landed estates down to the successive heads 
of a family. ‘Under our system, lands, 
money, everything gradually scatter, until 
they reach spendthrift hands and are squan- 
dered. Thus wealth distributes itself in the 
natural course of events.

How this may be we do 
not know, but since his defeat 1n 1881 he has 
been a knight in labor.
